Alta Posch turned out to 
be a champion, not only of Canada but of the world. Alta 
Posch turned out to be one of the great transmitting cows 
of the breed. Alta Posch turned out to be a Holstein history 
maker, for practically every really great producer of Posch 
ancestry traces either to Alta Posch or to her full brother— 
one year older—Sir Abbekerk Posch.

ciation of America will be most fitting. By this we do 
not mean to imply that a sleepy time is promised—quite the 
reverse in fact.

We are sorry to note that no resolution is offered on the 
subject which was so thoroughly discussed (and cussed) 
last year. We refer to the matter of giving to the Board of 
Directors specific authority to engage and dismiss, hire and 
fire, if you will, the salaried executive officers of the 
Association. While many of the conditions that were ob- 
jected to last year have been corrected, the principle re- 
mains the same, and we believe as. we believed then, that 
it is absolutely sound, and that until we make such a pro- 
vision defintely in our. by-laws there will remain in our 
form of organization a fundamental weakness which will 
rise up at some future time to the injury of the industry.

To amend Article IV, by adding the following section: 

That it shall be the duty of each member and other persons 
availing themselves of the privileges of this Association to re- 
port on January ist of each year to the Secretary the number 
of purebred maies and females which they own. 

I introduced this amendment because of the fact that 
in the administration of the business affairs of the Asso- 
ciation it has repeatedly happened that we have desired 
to know about what the number of living Holstein-Friesian 
animals was. In past years the presidents have recom- 
mended the taking of a census and President Aitken has, I 
believe, at least twice laid emphasis upon this necessity. 
I, therefore, took it upon myself to offer the amendment 
to which you have called attention, and I certainly think 
that it ought to be supported. Its object is actually to 
enable us to take a census of the living animals. By com- 
parison with the total number of registrations and with the 
mathematical calculations which should enable us to 
determine the number of animals that we ought to have, 
excluding any allowance for disease, we certainly can arrive 
at some conclusion as to what the normal increase each 
year in animals born should be, and thereby be in a posi- 
tion to make an intelligent estimate of what each year’s 
progress in the Association is likely to be. 

It we had knowledge of the number of these animals it 
would give us some basis for determining what we might 
expect in membership in the Association and also enable 
Us to intelligently attack the problem of building up the 
grade herds by the use of purebred animals. We could 
a this by having more definite conception of what

To amend Article II, Section 17 (a), by striking out the fol- 
lowing words: 

“The Auditor’s Report shall include the name of each em- 
ployee of the Secretary’s office, Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry’s office, and Treasurer’s office, stating the number 
of weeks in the year that each is employed and the amount of 
salary paid each employee in said offices.’’ 

This amendment was introduced for the purpose, first, 
of simplifying the auditor’s report, as the publication of 
these lists of employes is not essential or desired, I believe, 
by the majority of members of the Association. 

In the second place, to discontinue it, will be to 
promote better harmony in the office of the Secretary and 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry among the employes. 
It is not a practice conducive to harmony for every employe 
to know what every other employe is receiving in the way 
of salary, and we have found in actual practice that the 
publication every year of the salary of every stenographer 
and clerk in the Secretary’s office causes considerable 
dissatisfaction among the employes. 

These in the main are the reasons why I have intro- 
duced this amendment at the request of the officers and 
I believe that the breeders generally will recognize the 
fact that the publication of this list does not add anything 
particularly worthy of having to the knowledge that they 
have of the management of the Association affairs.

WISCONSIN STATE ASSOCIATION AT WAUKESHA 


A meeting of the Wisconsin State Holstein Friesian As- 
sociation was held at Waukesha, Wis., the evening of May 
7. The attendance was very satisfactory, nearly filling the 
Waukesha Sale Pavilion. The program was opened by read- 
ings and music by Waukesha talent, which was followed 
by community singing. The principal speaker was Presi- 
dent D. D. Aitken, of the National Association, who was in 
his usual good form. The address was delivered from the 
Sale Ring, and the speaker pointed out that his position 
suggested a comparison between the Holstein cow and her 
human caretaker, which, in most instances, would show 
the cow to be the more useful member of the community. 
Mentioning Wisconsin’s position as a dairy state, the speak- 
er paid a tribute to the power of education, and in particu- 
lar to Governor Hoard as an educator and leader in dairy 
thought. As breeders of Holsteins there is no reason why 
we should get chesty on our own account, as we must give 
the Holstein cow credit for what she has done. She takes 
roots, silage, grain and roughage and turns it into milk, 
and as Mr. Aitken expressed it, “There wouldn’t any of us 
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want to take that job”. The speaker urged that as breeders 
and dairymen we should have greater respect for our jobs, 
that respect, like charity, should begin at home. Getting 
down to the question of the high cost of living, he stated 
that we have no right to expect the consumer to pay the 
cost of production through inefficient machinery, and then 
proceeded to liken the efficiency of the Holstein cow, as 
compared with other breeds, to the work of our modern 
printing presses as compared with the old fashioned hand 
press. He urged that we get away from the idea of using 
the cost of production as an argument in selling dairy pro- 
ducts at present prices, as the right sort of publicity mak- 
ing plain the economy of milk and dairy products in the 
human diet at even higher prices is the logical way to 
proceed. We should not go about it miscellaneously in 
financing a national campaign to advertise dairy products. 
Mr. Aitken expressed the opinion that the big opportunity 
for the future in the work of our National Association was 
through material enlargement of our Extension Service, 
and explained briefly a plan for carrying this out through 
increasing the fees for transfer. 

Following the generai meeting, a meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the State Association was held, at which the 
question of employing a permanent field man was discuss 
ed. Contrary to earlier reports, the present arrangement 
with Mr. Garver as secretary is only temporary, as final ar- 
rangement for putting the work on a sound financial basis 
have not yet been completed.

The following extracts are taken 
from Senator Hackney’s article which 
appeared in the issue of April 26: 

Then we should have a larger num- 
ber of men going about the country 
preaching our cause. Take for in- 
stance President Aitken: He has gone 
all over the country without compen- 
sation, giving of his services more 
than should be expected of any one 
man, and he is really the only man 
who has been doing the big work for 
the Holstein Industry. I have no ref- 
erence now to the work of the office 
of the Secretary, or the Superinten- 
dent of Advanced Registry. I am as- 
suming, as I believe we all have a 
right to assume, that the work in 
these offices is going on in a high- 
minded manner, with the best inter- 
ests of the Association at heart. 
What I mean is that we should have 
more men in the field who could de- 
vote their time exclusively to the 
interest of the Holstein cow, and the 


work of increasing the demand for 
dairy products. 
Instead of having just one man 


going about the country, only hitting 
the high spots, which is all one man 
could do, we should have at least five 
good, strong men with moving pict- 
ures of the greatest Holsteins of our 
breed, to illustrate what milk means 
to the public in general, and children 
in particular, and to impress upon the 
people the value of the Holstein cow, 
and what she means to us and to the 
production of dairy foods. 

Five men could not begin to cover 
the ground, but they could do five 
times as much as one man. The men 
selected should be men full of push 
and energy, and should have the abil- 
ity to go out and meet the farmers 
and talk to and with them; in other 
words, they should be good mixers. 
They should be popular speakers, but 
they should understand the Holstein 
cpw, what she has been doing, and 
what she is going to do. They should 
be able to imbue their audience with 
the proper enthusiasm concerning the 
necessity of using dairy products, and 
the necessity of using the Holstein 
cow to produce these products. 

* * * 

I would suggest that the transfer 
fees be raised to fifty cents, to furnish 
a fund to help to pay for this publicity 
work. If this should not be sufficient, 
there are other ways in which the 
necessary funds could be taken care 
of.

In closing, permit me to reiterate: 
First, the real need of the Dairy In- 
dustry is a greater interest of the 
public in dairy products. Second, the 
greatest service the Holstein Frie- 
sian Association can render to the 
Dairy Industry is assistance in spread- 
ing the Gospel. Third, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association cannot accom- 
plish this work except by a stronger 
organization, so that every commun- 
ity engaged in the business is repre- 
sented and in increasing its Extension 
Department by putting out at least 
five good men for the coming year to 
carry out the work along lines which 
I have indicated above.

In respect to the Amendment that 
I am introducing at the annual meet- 
ing, I wish to say that at a recent 
meeting of Holstein breeders, which 
I attended, this proposition was dis- 
cussed very thoroughly and, as a re- 
sult of this discussion, it developed 
that it was practically the unanimous 
opinion of the breeders present that 
there should be a division of long time 
records which would really provide 
a lactation period test, or in other 
words, one in which the only records 
considered would be those made by 
cows which not only produced the 
given amount of milk and butter but 
also produced calves in normal time. 
It seemed to this meeting that if the 
305 day division were limited to those 
cows, it would enable such animals 
to be classed by themselves and not 
come in competition with those which 
did not produce calf within such time 
and perhaps never again. 

There are many reasons it seems 
to me for establishing such a division. 
The great danger from long time tests 
is the temptation to make records 
regardless of its effect upon the cow’s 
breeding ability. In the proposed 305 
day test with calving amendment 
added, the situation would be_ re- 
versed as it would be necessary to 
produce a calf within a given length of 
time in order to have the record en- 
tered. This would undoubtedly result 
in the cows being so handled as to 
keep them breeding regularly which 
is not I believe the case when they 
are tested for yearly production, at 
least in many cases. 

It should also be said that there 
would be nothing jin this fourteen 
months calving limitation to interfere 
with cow proceeding with the yearly 
test in case she did not get with calf 
in time to meet the requirements for 
the 305 day test. I believe that the 
305 day test when originally estab- 
lished was intended for a lactation 
period test and that in order to make 
it real in this respect, the proposed 
limitation should be added to the rule. 
It should also be said that this propo- 
sition is so called “new business” at 
the annual meeting and is subject to 
whatever amendment the meeting may 
desire to make. In other words, if after 
discussion a. somewhat different 


- amendment accomplishing the same or 


similar results is desired, changes may 
be made at the meeting so that I hope 
that there will be discussion of it and 
proper consideration given to it at 
that time.

Our former charter provided for a 
board of thirteen members, all ot 
whom had a voice in the management 
of our Association. The new charter 
limits the responsibility for the entire 
conduct of our affairs to nine men; fiyg 
of these or a majority constitute the 
Executive Committee who really con. 
duct most of the affairs of our Associa. 
tion between the annual meetings, as 
the entire Board meets but two to four 
times during the year. 

Just previous to the drafting of the 
new charter, our membership realized 
that a larger directorate would be 
necessary to fully represent the breed- 
ers of Holsteins in all general locali- 
ties, but a small board was recom- 
mended for efficiency. 

Since that time the number of ou 
membership has more than doubled; 
the value of dairy products as food 
is constantly becoming more appre 
ciated. The high prices of feed have 
led to a better appreciation of special 
purpose cows so that the increased 
demand for Holstein cattle is univer 
sal. 

This being the case, we should have 
some breeder from each general lo- 
cality in close touch with the manage- 
ment of our affairs and he should be 
responsible for the development of the 
breed and its products in the section 
he represents. 

The next number above nine must 
be sixteen and four elected each year 
who shall serve for four years, accord: 
ing to the laws of the state of New 
York, under which our charter is 
granted. 

There is no possible disadvantage 
in this increased directorate except 
the few dollars extra expense in trans- 
portation to two to four meetings al- 
nually. This will be insignificant com- 
pared to the advantage of having each 
section of this country in close touch 
with the developing activities of our 
Association. Our Executive Committee 
of five can attend to all routine work, 
as they do now, and when questions of 
policy come up, there should be ideas 
from all sections where the Holstein 
cow is making herself and her pro 
ducts appreciated. 

I therefore trust that these amend: 
ments will have the hearty support of 
all our members.

REPORT 

Report No. 8, covering tests re- 
ceived at Gardner’s office between 
February 25th, and March 14th, adds 
25 new names to the 30-lb. list, and 
shows also four repeaters. This brings 
the total of 30-lb records reported this 
year up to 203, of which 168 are new 
ones. The grand total of 30-lb. cows 
now reported is 1356. 

The largest record on the list is 
that of Lady Mutual Friend, one of 
Hargrove and Arnold’s 30-lb cows, 
who raised her record to 41.01 Ib. This 
is the state record for Iowa, displac- 
ing her stable companion, Miss Pieter- 
tje Alexina 2d (40.58 lb.). Likewise 
this is the largest record ever made 
by a 10-year-old cow. 

The leader of the senior 4-year-old 
class is Aaggie Colantha Abby Hartog, 
with records of 616.2 lb. milk, 30.65 lb. 
butter in 7 days, 2801.7 lb. milk, 121.02 
lb. butter in 30 days. She is a daugh- 
ter of the great century sire, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad, and on her 
dam’s side she completes another com- 
bination of three direct generations of 
30-lb cows, her dam being Colantha 
Abby Hartog (33.53 lb.), who is a 
daughter of Abby Hartog Clothilde

—.. thoughts passed through my 
mind on the occasion of a recent 
visit in the home of Mr. Arthur W. 
Green at Walnut Crest Farms, Middle- 
field, Ohio. It was my good fortune 
to spend the most of a Sunday and a 
t of the following day in his com- 
pany, during which time we traveled 
through two or three counties adjoir 
ing his home. Here I met many of his 
friends, men who are more or less 
closely associated with him in busi- 
ness dealings in and out of the Hol- 
stein industry. The attitudes of these 
men were particularly noticeable be- 
cause of the similarity—cordiality and 
a genuine gladness to see him, if only 
for a brief visit, with a wholesome 
respect for his judgment on any 
business matter brought up. Perhaps 
we may ascribe this one reason—the 
ability to deliver the goods—to his 
election and re-election as County 
Commissioner in opposition to the 
political gang which had dominated 
affairs in that county for years. Per- 
haps it will also explain his unani- 
mous selection to serve as president 
of the million dollar motor corporation 
that is just starting operations in the 
next county.

the quintette. In the same stable 
were forty bred yearlings, and spring- 
ing two-year-olds, practically all in 
calf to the great Walnut Crest sires, 
King Champion Rag Apple, who is 
just now at the Edgewood branch in 
Wisconsin, and Rag Apple Mata. if 
it were not for the possibility of get- 
ting ourselves in wrong with the other 
thirty-nine, we would mention that 
our vote on the question of the peach- 
iest one ot the forty would fall on 
Walnut Crest Rag Apple Clothilde, 
a daughter of King Champion Rag 
Apple, from a 23-Ib. 2-year-old dam. 
While the list of bulls to be sold 
does not contain a head-liner of the 
standing of Potentate—the bull that 
sold in Green’s sale last year to E. J. 
and C. P. George of Chaffee, N. Y. for 
$25,000, there are four sons of King 
Champion Rag Apple, from dams with 
records of 30 to 36.6 lb. The four 
stand.in adjoining pens, and make a 
showing of which any daddy could be 
proud. Probably the most valuable 
one in the lot is the young son of 
Ohio’s new champion, Buttercup 
Pontiac Hengerveld whose records of 
36.60 lb. butter, 745.4 lb. milk in 7 
days, 142.61 Ib. butter, 3016.2 lb. milk. 
in 30 days, 272.84 Ib. butter, 5788.3 Ib. 
milk in 60 days stamp her as one of 
the greatest cows of the breed. Her 
30 and 60 day records give her the 
state championship in Ohio. She is 
a really beautiful young cow, with a 
marvelous udder, and as her recent 
record was made after inadequate pre- 
paration, the men who have worked 
with her and know her best have 
much confidence in her ability to cross 
the 40-lb. mark next time. She is alse 
a very well bred cow, her sire being 
a son of Pietertje Hengerveld Segis, 
from a daughter of Pontiac Henger- 
veld Parthenea, while her dam is a 
granddaughter of King of the Pontiacs 
and Paul Calamo Korndyke. This 
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Walnut Crest 


bull is bound to put some breeder 
very much on the map, and that 
breeder will be the one who bids last 
on him when he is in the ring. 

We started out to point a moral, 
rather than to describe the high-lights 
in the herd at Walnut Crest, and we 
will therefore pass over the five 30-lb.

Green is going to 
reverse the process, and offer daugh- 
ters of Champion and Mata bulls as 
well as some of the 30-lb. cows early 
the first day. It would be a splendid 
thing for the sale business if other 
— would follow suit along this 
ine. 

In conclusion we will simply say 
that in staging his second sale at Wal- 
nut Crest, Art Green is running true 
to form. Need we say more? This 
habit of delivering the goods is diffi- 
cult to acquire, but when firmly fixed, 
it sticks.

Haeger’s Fourteenth Annual Sale, which was held April 22-23, 1919, 
at Algonquin, Ill., was one of the most successful sales of this notable series, 
the 163 head sold bringing a total of $59,680, which is an average price of $366 
apiece. 130 of the 163 animals brought over $200, 37 were above $500, 6 from 
$1000 to $2025. 

The sale was topped by Princess Hengerveld 4th, first prize four-year-old 
at the National Dairy show in 1916. Mr. W. H. Houlton, Uneedus, La., paid Mr. 
Haeger $2025 for this splendid cow. The next highest price of $1300 was paid by 
Shafer & Schmitt, Evansville, Ind., for King Segis Pontiac Calamo, a yearling 
son of King Segis Pontiac out of a 28-lb. daughter of Paul Calamo Korndyke, ot 
National Dairy show fame. The youngster himself is a show bull, having won 
first prize at the New York State fair, and third prize at the National. His full 
sister one year older also consigned by Mr. Haeger, went to E. M. Detweiler, 
Polo, Ill., for an even thousand. Carl Martin, Mt. Horeb, Wis., paid a thousand 
dollars for K. S. P. Tula, a daughter of King Segis Pontiac, out of a 32-lb. daugh- 
ter of Pontiac Korndyke. Her yearling daughter, sired by Paul Calamo Korn- 
dyke, went to W. H. Houlton for $1,000. 

Spring Lake Dairy Farm, Algonquin, Ill., also consigned a $1000 animal, 
G. E. Moore, Wallingford, Iowa, paying that price for K. S. P. Posch, a daugh- 
ter of King Segis Pontiac from a 25-lb. cow. 

Besides Mr. Haeger’s consignment of 60 head, 6 other representative Illinois 
breeders put in good consignments, and D. G. Waxwell, Waterloo, Iowa was a 
contributor. Six states were represented by buyers. The auctioneers were 
Colonels Kelley, Haeger and Mack, S T Wood read the pedigrees and B. C. 
Getzleman clerked the sale.

A QUESTION FOR DISCUSSION 


“If a heifer’s first calf is a female, 
will it be a poorer cow than her later 
female calves that were carried while 
the dam was milking?” This is a 
question asked by one of our in- 
terested readers, who would like to 
have it discussed by other readers of 
the World. His letter to us we are 
reproducing herewith: 


“In the article about ‘The Lothian- 
Riverode Holsteins’ Mr. Watt wants 
his cows to be milked while carrying 
their calves, and not be dry for 
months to make record, or the calves 
these last are carrying will not be 
good milkers. That seems reasonable 
as we are told the way to make 
‘human thinkers’ is for the mother to 
take up some course and think. Now 
here is my question. Perhaps ‘Bill’ 
(Prescott) can find the answer for 
me in his research work.

And which were the 
greatest producers—the heifers of a 
cow’s first years, middle years, or 
late years—say from 8 to 10 years of 
age? 

“IT want to comment upon another 
article: ‘Have classes A, B, C for year 
records’, by John T. Hunt, page 44, 
April 26, 1919. That A class for four 
milkings per day and B class for three 
milkings, and C class for the small 
breeder who can milk only twice per 
day, seems to me about the best and 
most honest way that has yet been 
proposed. Now, if Mr. Hunt would 
first add that in each class record it 
must be officially stated just how 
long the cow was dry before making 
record, it would be about perfect and 
enable any buyer to choose his new 
sire with no discrimination, because 
the two milking record looked small. 

“One thing more, and then ‘finis’. 1 
do not believe there is one word 
printed in the Holstein-Friesian World 
that I do not read, ads and all.”

At London the herd duplicated its Toronto winnings. 

The year 1918 the junior herd sire, King Sylvia Keyes, 
was also a winner at Toronto, and with ten head secured 


one first, one second, one third, two fifths, three sixths and 
four sevenths. Great credit is due to the good judgment of 
H. H. Bailey, who has been responsible for the buying of 
all the animals comprising this herd, which has made a 
most enviable show ring record. 

Mr. Bailey soon recognized the advantages to be deriv- 
ed from doing official test work, and during the spring of 
1916 did some of his first testing. The first record made by 
this herd was 22.28 lbs. of butter from 494. lbs. of milk from 
Jess, a mature cow of eight years, milking three times a 
day, this being the highest record made that year. The fol- 
iowing year found him milking four times a day, and put- 
ting Jess under test again increased her previous record to 
24.37 lbs. of butter with 538.4 lbs. of milk.

FRANCE 


American dairy cattle are to follow 
American soldiers to France. One 
hundred and _ four Holstein-Friesian 
cows, 42 purebreds and 62 grades and 
4 purebred bulls are to leave shortly 
on a_ special equipped transport 
“Passports”, have been issued to 
Havre, France, and from there the 
cattle will be sent to devastated dis 
tricts where they will do their bit in 
bringing back health and happiness to 
the children of those regions.

i strictions. 

Nemaity for animals slaughtered 
under the tuberculosis law of the state 
js increased by the amount received 
from the sale of the carcasses. Under 
the old law, the amount so received 
was turned into the state treasury 
and deducted later from the amount 
allowed by law for animals killed. 
Under the new law, the owner re- 
ceives the proceeds from the sale of 
the carcasses immediately and later 
his full remuneration under the tuber- 
culosis Remuneration Law. 

Live stock interests have worked 
largely for the passage of this legisla- 
tion which is an important connecting 
link in the work of the state and 
federal Bureaus of Animal Industry.
